Dr. Platt of the State department 
Board of health was in the city Fri- 
day and while here visited every 
smallpox patient. At 4:00 o'clock 
that afternoon he attended a meeting 
of the local board of health and gave 
out some valuable suggestions and 
information. 

He gave out some startling statis- 
ties among which were the small 
amount of thoney that was being 
spent for the prevention of disease 
as compared with amounts spent for 
other purposes. For fire protection, 
the speaker said, the State spent! 
$3.00 per capita, or $3.00 for every | 
man, woman and child in the state. 
For police protection the state pays a 
per capita of about $1.50. For guard- 
ing the health of the people a per 
capita of from 7 to 12 cents is spent. 
He urged upon the people the im- 
portance of strict quarantine. He 
stated that the outbreak or,smallpox 
here was among the schoo! children 
and suggested that the schools be 


closed for a period of one week in 
order to check it, after which he felt 
confident that school might be re- 
sumed, and that every child return- 
ing must present a certificate of vac- 
cination from their physician before 
being admitted. Also he requested 
that children be excluded from all 
public gatherings until further no- 
tice.

TURKS PLAN GREEK OFFENSIVE 

Soviet Russia te Provide Financial 

Backing and in Return Gets 
Propaganda Rights. 


Geneva.—The terms of the treaty 
which Nikolai Lenine, the Russian 
soviet premier, has concluded with 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha, leader of the 
Turkish Nationalists, striking at Al- 
lied infiuences has been received by 
the Journal De Geneve from its Con- 
stantinople correspondent. There are 
eight sections. 

The first assures the integrity and 
restoration of Turkist authority to 
all pre-war territories. 

The second assures Turkey control 
of the new states of Syria and Arabia. 


By the third Moscow is afforded 
facilities for propaganda through 
Turkey. 


Fourth—Russia and Turkey agree 
to join forces for the liberation of 
Mohammedan countries, such as 
India. Egypt, Algeria, Morocco and 
Tunis, from foreign control, guar- 
anteeing their independence.

Sixth—Russia promises financial 
and commercial aid to Turkey. 

Seventh—Russla agrees to send im- 
mediately two army corps or more if 
needed to aid the nationalists. 

Eighth—Russia and Turkey agree 
that hostilities against the Allies 
must continue.

SHREWD IDEA IN POLITICS 


Pictures of Presidential Candidates 
on Letter Heads Was a Popular 
Thing in 1840. 

Back in the early days of the re 
public it was considered a fine ‘dea 
to decorate paper with the portraits 
of presidential candidates, In this way 
the letter writer showed not only his 
preference, but tried to influence his 
correspondents for h{s candidate, re 
marks the New York Sun, A fine ex- 
ample of this sort of political propa- 
ganda was unearthed recently in New 
York. It dates back to 1840, when 
William Henry Harrison was running 
for president on the Whig ticket 
against Martin Van Buren, Democrat. 

The letterhead shows the two sides 
of the gold medal awarded by con- 
gress to General Harrison for his serv- 
ices in the War of 1812. The picture 
to the left shows a medallion portralt 
of General Iarrison, while the one at 
the right depicts the Goddess of Lib- 
erty, armed with a spear, placing a 
wreath of laurel on an Indian tepee. 
This latter was jntended as a com- 
pliment to the general for his success 
in fighting against the British and In- 
dians, 

Under the nictures of the two sidex 
of the medal is a copy of the resolu- 
tion of congress conferring the med- 
als on General Harrison and Isaae 
Shelby, “late governor of Kentucky.”

SANTO DOMINGO: ' FIRST 
LOVE AND LAST RESTING 
PLACE OF COLUMBUS 


Christopher Columbus, in placing the 
great western hemisphere on the map 
of the world, left his fmpress more 
deeply on what ig now the Dominican 
republic than on any other bit of land 
in the New World. 

The very name of the capita’ of the 
republic, Santo Domingo, whose ward- 
ship under the United States has been 
under public discussion recently, is a 
family affair with the Colunduses. 
The great discuverer named tor his 
tather this first permanent city estab- 
lished by Europeans in the Americas. 
The same name Js appiled to the isl- 
and of which the repu>lic is a part 
almost as commonly a6 Its aboriginal 
name, Haiti; and finally the paternal 
name is further pevpetuated in that 
of the republic itseif. 

The remains of Columbus are be- 
lieved by investigators who have ex- 
amined the evidence in the case to lie 
in the cathedreél in Santo Domingo 
eity. The body of the discoverer was 
brought to the isMnd of his early tri- 
uimphs from Spain, where he died and 
was placed beside that of his son 
Diego. It was thought that the Span- 
jards removed the remains of Chris- 
topher Columbus when. they trans- 
ferred suvereignty of the island to the 
French tn 1795. It appears from later 
examyoations of the burial vaults of 
the cathedral, however, that the casket 
which was borne in such great state 
froia Santo Domingo to Havana at the 
enfl of the Eighteenth century and 
frum Havana to Spain a hundred 
years later, contained instead the ashes 
of Diego, the son. 

The city of Santo Domingo grew to 
be a wonderful place during the early 
days of Spanish dominion, but Coluim- 
bus did not Hve to see much of the 
development. His son, Diego Colum- 
bus. however, engraved the familly 
ybame deeper on the city and the coun- 
try of which it was the capital, setting 
up there a court of such regal splen- 
dor that it aroused the envy of the 
Spanish king. 

Santo Domingo seemed destined to 
become the busuing metropolis of a 
Western empire. But it became the 
victim ef exploitation. After a turbu- 
lent history, during which the native 
Indians were exterminated and thou- 
sands of African slaves were import- 
ed, the latter, assisted by mulatto free- 
men, rose, in the last years of the 
Eighteenth century, abolished slavery 
and drove their oppressors from the 
island. Though the land of the Domin- 
jean republic reverted fur a while 10 
Spanish control, and later was con- 
quered by the republic of Haiti, with 
which it shares the island, it estab- 
lished Its independence in 1844 and 
has retained its individuality since.

WOMEN THE .FINANCIERS 
OF A FORGOTTEN 
KINGDOM 

Along busy highways of ocean jrav- 
el, land links between Japan and For- 
mosa, net far from China's coastwise 
routes, yet visited by only two or three 
white persons o year—such are the 
Loo Choo (Luchu or Ryuku) islands. 

“Lod Choo is a land full of the inde- 
sertvable charta and mystery of the 
Orient, but replete with the pathos of 
a vanishing race,” writes Roy Chap- 
man Andrews to the National Geo- 
graphic society, 

“But, although it has been 40 years 
since there sounded the death knell 
of this little hidden kingdom, Loo 
Choo is not yet Japan, The: traveler 
realizes this even before he lands. The 
pine-clothed, tom!-dotted hills which 
form the background of the strange 
little cities of Nafia and Shuri have 
an unfamiliar look and the pretty tiled 
roofs of the diminutive houses, just 
visible over the surrounding gray 
stone walls, give fascinating hints of 
what may be found beyond their lac- 
quered gateways. On thetr entire 900 
square miles of land only one white 
man, an American missionary, is resi- 
dent : 

“With our money changed, we began 
to look about to spend it, far Loo Chao 
is the home of the red lacquer ware 
famous throughout the world. Much 
of it is exported, and the finest of the 
boxes, bowls, trays, tables, etc., which 
are in daily use in Japan and China 
and sojd to tourists throughout the 
Orient, come from the little city of 
Naha, or Shuri, its neighbor across the 
hills. The lacquer ware, when first 
made, is a dull brown, but really first- 
class pleces improve with age and soon 
change to a beautiful vermillon, be- 
coming brighter and clearer the longer 
they are used. 


“When we came to buy lacquer we 


were greatly surprised to find that bar- 
zalning had no place in Loo Choo. 
Without exception, the first price 
asked for an article was the-one for 
which it was sold. Never fn the Ori- 
ent had we met with a similar condi- 
tion. 

“It was interesting to find, also, that 
the women of Loo Choo conduct alt 
business and have charge of every- 
thing pertaining to money—with the 
single slight exception“of spending it. 
The market, where In the morning

“The most atriking thing.about Naha 
and Shuri are the high stone walls 
which surround the houses. These 
walls are generally covered by a small 
banyan tree, called the goja maru, 
growing like a great ‘vine and sending 
out numberless roots which sometimes 
reach a hundred feet from the original 
stem. 

“These also serve as a hiding piace 
for a snake, a kind of adder, six or 
seven feet long, which is the curse of 
the Islands. Their bite is generally 
fatal in a few hours, and many people 
are killed by them each year.”

MODERN TATOI!I AND 


ANCIENT ATHENS 


Constantine, whose return to the 
throne of Greece was discussed after 
the death of Alexander, had a famous 
summer palace at Tatol, before his ab- 
dication, There he spent much time 
during the final uneasy months of his 
reign. 

Tatol is 16 miles north of Athens by 
way of Kophisia, In strong contrast 
to the harsh and stormy politica] situ- 
ation which encompassed the members 
of the royal family following the out- 
break of the World war, their physical 
environment was wholly delightful, for 
Tato! is one of the most beautiful 
spots of Attica, nestling almost at the 
foot of the Parnes mountains. In the 
distance towers the famous Penteli- 
kon, from whose summit one may ob- 
tain the finest view to be had grom 
any of the Attic hills. 

Historically, Tati is noteworthy for 
being freighted with unhappy associa- 
tions. In its vicinity stand the ruins 
of an old fort, known as the Kastro, 
which marks the center of the deme 
(township) of Decelea. 

It was at Decelea, 12 miles in an air- 
line north of Athens, that the traitor 
Alcibiades, she of whom Aristophanes 
wrote that “they (the Athenian sal- 
diers) love, they hate. but cannot live 
without him,” counseled the Spartans 
to construct strong fortifications In or- 
der to intercept the caravans of grain 
from Euboea, which supplied the cap- 
ital with food, Alcibiades, by his be- 
trayal of the Athenian navy which bad 
Invested Syracuse in Sicily, had al- 
ready fulfilled the prophecy of the 
misanthrope Timon who had said upon 
one of the many occasions when the 
young Athenian’s rash proposals had 
been indorsed by the populace, “Go on, 
my brave boy, and prosper; for your 
prosperity will bring on the ruin of all 
this crowd.” His advice to seize and 
fortify Decelea in 413 B. C. brought 
irretrievable ruin on his native eity 
and resulted in an inestimable loss to 
the human race, for it crushed Athens. 

By one of the strange whims of “the 
crowd,” the Athenian army in its dark- 
est hour sent a message to Alcibiades 
inviting him to desert the Spartans in- 
to whose power he had hetrayed his 
own people. And by an equally strange 
whim Alcibiades accepted the invita- 
tion, rushing: to Samos to assume 
command of his old associates. But it 
was too late. Athens was doomed. 
Lysander, commanding the Spartan 
navy, administered a crushing. defeat 
to Athenian sea power at Aegospotam}, 
on the Hellespont. Three thousand of 
the defeated Athenisos were massa- 
and Xenophon, Me historian, 
with tragic simplicity relates that 
when the news reached the capital, 
"That night no man slept.”

THE GRASSHOPPER: MUSI- 
CIAN, MONSTER AND 
AVIATOR 


Once more the ravenous grasshopper 
Wrought) devastation upon Western 
fields this fall, and the plague became 
especially destructive In Texas, 

Writing to the National Geographic 
society, David Fairchild deseribes this 
fascinating, if ruthless, creature as 
follows; P 

“The young king grasshopper Is 
Probably twenty days old and its wings 
have not developed, but it can jump a 
hundred times tts length, whereas man 
can scarcely cover three times his 
length at a leap. When its wings grow 
and its Internal air sacs fill with alr it 
can sail away, for miles. One represen- 
tative of this great family can sail for 
a thousand miles before the wind, and 
they go in such numbers that they 
make a cloud 2,000 square miles in ex- 
tent. 

“Its great front lip hides a pair of 
Jaws as effective as a hay-chopper, and 
it has’an appetite as voracious as that 
of a hippopotamus. This voractous- 
ness and these jaws are what have 
made several of Its relatives the 
plague of mankind. They multiply in 
such numbers as to baffle all calcula- 
lon, and every ving green thing for 
thousands of square miles disappears 
down their throats, leaving the coun- 
try they Infest desolate. 

“When the young grasshopper 
emerges from the egg it Is very small 
indeed—a wingless, helpless little 
creature, all legs and mouth.

Its eyes, that look I{ke cows’ eyes, 
really cast a thousand fmages on a 
special kind of brain, so different from 
our own that we cannot understand it, 
and then besides these great big eyes 
{t has three others. Its short, ringed 
horns are not horns at all, but sense 
organs of so complicated a nature that 
we-do not yet kuow certainly whether 
they are organs of smell or not, and it 
Is supposed that they may be the seat 
of senke organs that we humans do not 
have. 

“In front of the great thighs tmbed- 
ded on each side of the body are the 
so-called ears, tuned no doubt to catch 
vibrations of the air far too delicate 
or too frequent for our ears, 

“The jumping legs of the creature 
are filled with powerful muscles, 
which, when they expand, cad burl it 
through the air and enable {ft to es- 
cape from its enemies. On the inner 
side. along the lower rib, of the wing, 
is the musical instrument. It is a row 
of hard, bead-like projections, which 
are «very highly developed in the 
males, but not at all in the females. 
When the edge of the wing |s scraped 
over these projections a musical sound 
is made.”

“No section of the border has seen 
so much of adventure, tragedy and 
turbulent activity as Texas. 
of France, Spain and Mexico 
weved over it; for a time it flew

“As you fallaw the horder west, 
oaks, pines and underbrush decrease, 


aridity. increases and cacti lift 
thorny heads. Border counties Hke 
Brevtster, Presidio and El Paso are of 
amazing erea—larger than some of 
our small Eastern states. Windmills 
are everywhere—"hb'g electric fans to 
keep the cattle cool, a waggish cow- 
boy once explained to a Londen ten- 
derfoot. 

“El Paso Is the only large city from 
‘Sun Antone’ to Los Angeles, a ride of

“The largest frrigation reservoir 
anywhere is the great Elephant Butte 


dain, ieh stores more water than 
the world-famous Assuan dam on the 
Nile, 

“From the point at Monument No, 
1, where the boundary line cra‘vis out 
of the Rio Grande (at the sottheast 
corner of New Mexico), it strikes west 
Inte B wilderness of singularly dry 
and empty aspect. For 40 miles along 
this march the traveler must carry his 
own water. 

“To the west Ne the rough, hostile 
foothills of the Dog mountains; near 
here, in the San Luis range, the line 
reaches a point of 6,600 feet above 
the sea, marking the continental di- 
vide. 

“In the San Bernardino valley the 
line strikes the first running water 
after quitting the Rilo Grande—192 
miles to the east.

Indlan zone, final- 
ly emptying into the Gulf of alton 
nia belew Guaymas. 

“In the whole 700-mile siteten from 
the Rio Grande to the Pacific this Hne 
crosses only five permanent running 
streams, and the average rainfall 
throughout Its length js only elght 
inches. 

“Save the hamlets of Columbus and 
Hachita, the New Mexican section of 
this border is almost uninhabited.”

Washington.—The American govern- 
ment has informed Great Britain po- 
litely, but firmly, that it does not pro- 
pose to be excluded from participa- 
tion in rights and privileges secured 
under mandates provided in the treat- 
jes of peace. Furthermore, it expects 
to be heard regarding the terms of 
those mandates before they are put 
into force, 

The position of the United States 
is set forth in a note by Secretary 
Colby to Ear) Curzon,. British secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairg and 
the specific question discussed is that 
of the Mesopotamian petroleum fields. 
Colby’s note was made public follow- 
ing {ts delivery to the British foreign 
office. 

it is in reply to a British note of last 
August 9, which never has been made 
public and which deals with applica- 
tion of the principles of equality of 
treatment to the territories of the 
Near East to be placed under British 
mandate. 

The American note takes issue with 
what is described as the British posi- 
tion that mandate agreements and 
treaties are to be considered only by 
Btates that are members of the League 
of Nations. it states that the United 
States, as a participant in the world 
war “and a contributor to its success- 
ful igsue, can not consider any of the 
associated powers, the smallest not 
less than itself, debarred from discus- 
sion of any of its consequences, or 
from participation in rights and pri- 
vileges secured under mandates pro- 
vided under the treaty of peace,” 


U.S. TO PAY HAITI’S LEAGUE BILL 


So Delegates Won’t Make Complaint 
Against American Occupation. 


Geneva.—There are rumors that the 
Haitian delegation decided to com- 
plain to the League of Nations against 
American occupation, financial control 
and the alleged marine atrocities in 
Haiti. 

It ig intimated, however, the big 
powers induced Haiti not to make the 
appeal in view of the ticklish inter- 
national situation between the League 
and America and because they feared 
it would arouse further American op- 
position to the league. 

Fred Dore and A. Bonomi, Haitian

Charles Kingsley 
wae born on the 
1ath of June, 1819, 
at HolIne vicarage, 
under the brow of 
Dartmoor, in Dev- 
onakire, Engiand. 
He left Holne 
when «six weeks 
old, and never saw 
his birthplace un- 
til he was a man 
of thirty; yet Dev- 
onshire scenes and 


associations had 
always = mysteri- 
ous charm for 


him, 

Kingsley wae 
sald to have heen 
an instance of the 
truth of Darwin's 
theory that “genius which implies a 
wonderfully complex combination of 
high faculties, tends to be inherited.” 
His love of art, his aporting tastes, his 
fighting biood he inherited from hia 
father’s side; the men of whose family 
were soldiers for genernutions. 

¥Ffom bis mother’s side came not 
only bia love of travel, science and Lit- 
erature, but the romance of his nature 
and bis senas of humor. 

When Charlies was still a young 
chil@ his father, the Rev. Charles 
Kingsley, moved to Barneek rectory. 
It was at Barnock that the boy’s ear- 
Hest sporting tastes and love of nat~ 
ural history developed} as soon as he 
was ol enough he was mounted on 
his father’s horse in front of the 
keeper to bring back the game bag. 

The gloricus sunsets over the fens 
had gredt charm for him all his life; 
the pictures of the fens and the Mfe 
there which were stamped on his 
mind had inspired him in after years 
in writing the story of “Hereward the 
Wake.” 

As a preacher Kingsley was vivid, 
eager ond earnest. 

As a novelist his chief power lay in 
his deseriptive faculties, Besides ser- 
mons, poems and addreanes he wrote 
the “Saint’s Tragedy,” oa drama, and 
among others the following novels: 
“Alton Locke,” “Yenst,” “Westward 
Ho” and “Hypatia.” 


He died at Eversley Jan. 23, 1875. 

\ N 7 ITH a hey bonny-boat and 
a ho bonny-boat 
Sail Westward-ho and away! 

With wonderful speech of Spanish 
gold and the vast, rich countries ly- 
ing to the West, Capt. John Oxen- 
ham was home again; and not a prom- 
ise he made but was increased ten- 
fold by his swearing henchman, Salva- 
tion Yeo.

All the position. His appointment to 
the new position came as a result of 
effcient service as legal udviser after 
an amendment was made to the Legion 
constitution at the Cleveland conven- 
tion, which authorized the creation of 
the office of national Judge advocate. 

Mr. Adams hus practiced law since 
1916 and is associated with a promi- 
nent Indlanapolls. law firm. He is a 
graduate of Washington and Jefferson 
college, and also attended Harvard 
law school. He. is twenty-nine years 
old.

of counsel in law sults in which the 

Legion is fnvolved, interpretation of 

legal questions, and the adjustment of 
questions of ellgibility. 


TO BUILD WOMEN’S ‘AUXILIARY 


Legion Administrative Machinery to 
Be Used in Safely Launching the 
Branch Organization. 
Assurance that the administrative 
machinery of the American Legion 
will be used without stint In an effort 
to build up the Women's auxiliary, 
has been given by National Comman- 
der F, W. Galbraith, Jr. It is expect- 
ed that the auxiliary will take charge 
of its own destinies next spring, with 
the holding of the first national con- 

vention of the women's units. 

“All doubts and misgivings in regard 
to the future of the Women's auxiliary 
of the American Legion were removed, 
and a system of orderly expansion in 
state departments and a national or- 
ganization was provided for by the 
Qerveland convention,” announced Mr. 
Galbraith. 

“We propose to offer the aid of our 
organization {in building up the aux- 
iNary, but we are not going to meddle 
with fits policles so long as our rec 
ognized {deals and purposes are car- 
ried out. The Cleveland convention 
voted to let the women swim without 
water Wings. It uuthorized state exee- 
utivte commitrees of the Leglon to call 
state conventions and to establish de- 
partment organizations of the auxil- 
fary, killing the rute which made nec 
essary the establishment of a total of 
units equivalent to 50 per ceat of the 
number of posts in the department.”
